FALL, SENTENCED, 
AIMS INNOCENCE 


Judge Gives Convicted 
Former Cabinet Mem- 
ber Year in Prison, $100,- 
000 Fine. 


Washington, November 1.—(#)—Al- 
bert B. Fall was sentenced to a year 
in jail and fined $100,000 today for 
accepting a bribe of $100,000 as secre- 
tary of the interior for awarding a 
lease to the Elk Hills naval oil re- 
serve to his California friend, Edward 
L. Doheny. 

The sentence was tempered with 
mercy as had been recommended by 
the jury, Justice William Hitz per- 
mitted Fall his freedom on $5,000 
bond pending appeal, and announced 
that if the jail sentence were to be 
carried out at this time he would 
have suspended it because of Fall's ill 
health. 

A short while later at his hotel, 
the 68-year-old invalid issued his first 
public statement concerning his part 
in the oil leases, he asked the Amer- 
icau people not to “helieve me guilty 
of the damnable crime ef which I am 
innocent.” 

"The lengthy statement said he was 
moved to break his long silence “by 
a deep desire to vitidicate the faith 
of those who have loved, honored or 
trusted me.” 

Short Session. 

Sentencing of the former cabinet 
officer required only a few minutes. 
Frank J. Hogan, his chief counsel, 
presented the arguments on two mo- 
tions—one for arrest of judgment and 
one to set aside the conviction. He 


based his argument on the court releas- 
ing a woman juror after the jury had 
been accepted by both sides, the in- 
troduction of testimony concerning 
payment of $259,500 to Fall’s cattle 
company by Harry F. Sinclair after 
Sinclair’s company had been granted 
a lease to the Teapot Dome naval 
oil reserve in Wyoming, and upon the 
judge’s charge to the jury in which 
he told the jurors that their duty was 
to determine the facts in the case not 
to dispense mercy. . 

Justice Hitz, in imposing sentence, 
said that had Fall been in good health 
he would have imposed the full pen- 
alty of $300,000 and three ears in 
jail. The justice ordered it entered 
in the record that if he were on the 
bench and Fall later appeared for re- 
sentence he would suspend the jail 
sentence because of the defendants 
state of health. 


Astonished -at Verdict. 


“Words cannot express my astonish- 
ment at the recent verdict of the 
jury holding me geile, Fall said in 
his statement. “I know I am inno- 
cent and that the record 
proves it. - 

“It seems that one strong man on 
the jury was able in the secrecy of 
the jury room to turn the jury 
against me by arguments that were 
unjust and unfair. Whether he in- 
tended it or not, sea “3 judge in 
many ways conve to the jury his 
belief that I should be wenviostl and 
this argument was used in the jury 
room with ruinous effect against me.” 

Fall reviewed the charges that he 
had accepted the bribe to influence 
him to award the Pearl Harbor con- 
tract and Elk Hills lease to Doheny, 
and said his efforts to protect the 
Harding administration in the 1924 
campaign had caused him to make 
untruthful statements to t senate 
committee investigating his oil leasing 
activities. At that time he wrote the 
committee that he secured the $100,- 
000 from Edward B. McLean, pub- 
lisher of the Washington Post, in- 
stead of from Doheny. 

“My borrowing the money may have 
been unethical,” he said. “I certainly 
did not realize it at the time, and my 
employing a falsehood to prevent a 
volcano of political abuse pouring 
upon the administration that honored 
me deserves condemnation: but neith- 
er one nor the other justifies the 
charge that I was disloyal or dishon- 
est as secretary of the interior and 
as a member of President Harding's

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‘Southern Tariff 
Votes’ Disclosed 


Letters From Southern 
Tariff Association Offi- 
cial Startle Senate Lob- 
by Investigators.

Washington, D. C., November 1.— 
(Special.)—Efforts of the Southern 
Tariff Association to have southern 
senators change their position on the 
pending tariff bill by bringing politi- 
cal -pressure to bear and otherwise 
were brought out at an illuminating, 
if not sensational session of the sen- 
ate lobby investigating committee to- 
day. ’ 

The committee headed by Senator 
T. H. Caraway, of Arkansas, devoted 
the entire hearing to an examination 
of J. A. Arnold, vice president of the 
association, who was brought under 
scathing fire for the methods he em- 
ployed in seeking to force several 
senators to vote for the defeated flex- 
ible provision, which President Hoo- 
ver supported vigorously in a _ pub- 
lic statement at the time. . 

Arnold, active head of the south- 
ern tariff body in Washington for 
a number of years, was sharply ques- 
tioned about numerous personal let- 
ters he had written representatives in 
the southern states recently, urging 
them to build political fires under 
their senators with a view of having 
them support .the flexible and indts- 
trial features of the bill in return for 
administration help in putting through 
agricultural rates bearing generally on 
the south but particularly on Flor- 


ida. : 
~ President Hoover himself was in- 


jécted into the hearings when Sena- 
tor R. J. Walsh, of Montana, one of 
the members of the investigating com- 
mittee, read a letter to Arnold from 
G. S. Fletcher, of Miami, president 
of the Florida East Coast Growers’ 
Association, in which he said that “if 
things come to where they are rock- 
ing up there I will come up and see 
my friend Hoover again and make 
them all be good, as I am in receipt 
of a letter from the White House, 
showing that I am still in line.” 


Promises Vote Delivery. 


In the same letter the Miami man 
confided that he felt “safe in saying” 
he would be able to “deliver” the vote 
of Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of 
Florida, adding that “there was nev- 
er a man in Washington holding the 
position he (Senator Fletcher) now 
holds that had a larger and” hotter 
fire builé°*%under him.” He said he 
knew “‘just how to handle” the sena- 
tor and “the more he kicks, the more 
he will work.” 

The Miami man’s letter had been 
written in response to one by Arnold 
emphasizing the importance of having 
Senator Park Trammell, of Florida, 
as well as Senator Fletcher, vote for 
the flexible “gta giving the presi- 
dent the right to raise or lower duties 
50 per cent after preliminary hear- 
ings by the federal tariff commission. 

In fact, practically all of the cor- 
respondence between Arnold and his 
southern associates made public by 
the Jobby committee today stressed the 
urgency of measures designed to over- 
come the opposition of southern sen- 
ators to the tariff bill as a whole. 

In one letter written by Arnold, 
Georgia was referred to as “the sec- 
ond softest spot” in the southern sec- 
tion to work upon, Alabama being 
given first honors. The substance of 
his explanation, made upon demands 
of Senator Walsh, was that the in- 
dustrial needs of the state rendered 
the two Georgia senators more sus- 
ceptible to influence in favor of the 
tariff bill than those of all others, 
save Alabama. 

Florida Selons Described. 

Still another letter, written to Ar- 
nold by Lorenzo A. Wilson, of Jack- 
sonville, who is identified with the 
Florida branch of the Southern Tariff 
association referred to Senator Fletch- 
er as “a traitor” in connection with 
the fight over the flexible clause and 
general provisions of the bill. 

On the other hand, Wilson, after 
saying “Trammell will come along

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SENATOR ASSERTS 
HE WILL TELL ALL 


70. GRAND JURORS 


Called To Testify Wed- 
nesday to Accusations 
That Congressmen Are 
Guilty of Drinking. 


Washington, November 1.—(United | 
News.)—Charges of drinking by mem- | 


bers of congress appeared slated for 
official investigation tonight when 
District Attorney Leo Rover issued 
a subpoena for Senator Brookhart, re- 


publican, Iowa, to appear before a 


grand jury here next Wednesday. 


Brookhart has been summoned, it 
is understood, in connection with the 
the story he related to the senate re- 
cently of a senatorial dinner here in 
1926 at which he said liquor was dis- 
pensed in flasks. 

“I will be there and I will tell all 
I know,” Brookhart said tonight. 

He explained he had not yet re- 
ceived the subpoena, which was issued 
late today. 

The grand jury investigation comes 
as the climax of repeated: charges of 
drinking among members of congress, 
including some who are politically 
dry, to which attention was directed 
anew only yesterday when George 
Cassidy, known locally as “the man 
in the green hat,” an alleged boot- 
legger, was arrested on the steps of 
the senate office building. He was 
carrying a bottle said“ to contain 
whisky. Over 250 quarts of assorted 
brands later were confiscated at his 
home. Cassidy was arrested four 
years ago following a_ visit to _ the 
house office building. 

Brookhart related his story after 
President Hoover had called upon Sen- 
ator Howell, republican, Nebraska, to 
substantiate charges he had made that 
bootlegging was common in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The Iowa senator 
offered at that time to go before 


grand jury and tell what he knéw, bi 


his offer had not been taken up until 
tonight. The incident apparently was 
forgotten. 

It was the general belief that Brook- 
hart’s story would do no more to bring 
an investigation than numerous others 
in recent years. Threats to name 
members’ who vote dry and drink have 
been made on the floor, but “sena- 
torial courtesy” always has prevent- 


ed it. 

Brookhart’s story had to do with a 
dinner to newly elected and re-elected 
senators given, he said, by a “Mr. 
Fahey,’ whom Brookhart called a 
“Wall Street man.” Walter Fahey, 
well known here, declined to comment 
on the incident at his office in New 
York. The Iowa senator cited the in- 
cident as an example of what he calls 
“the social lobby.” 

He said that liquor was passed 
about in flasks under the table. 
Brookhart reminded. Senator 
Utah, fhat he had attended the din- 
ner. 
explained he did not drink there, and 
had not seen any liquor. The Iowa 
senator named no one else who was 
present. 

Apparently, the senate itself intends 
to do nothing about the alleged boot- 
legger who was arrested as he was 
about to enter the senate office build- 
ing. The report caused no excite- 
ment in the senate today. Senators 
Jones, republican, Washington, author 
of the “five and ten” law, and Norris, 
republican, Nebraska, chairman of the 
judiciary committee, said there was 
no evidence to indicate the liquor was 
intended for a senator and they saw 
nothing to be done. 

“I hope next time the police will let 
the bootlegger deliver the liquor in 
order that we may find who in the 
senate office building is patronizing 
this bootlegger,” Norris said. 

“I told you they were selling liquor 
up here,” Senator Blease, democrat, 
South Carolina, said. “Why don’t 
they get the one under the capitol 
dome and the one over in the house 
office building? Why do they pick on 
the senate office building.” 

Blease, who is dry politically, has 
attracted attention by his admission 
that he drinks occasionally.

Philip Alston, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, presided at 
the luncheon, and short talks were 
made by George West, Colonel Ivan 
Allen, ex-Governor John M. Slaton, 
William Candler and Mrs. John Ott- 
ley, who introduced Mrs. Wyckoff. 

Her talk is here given in full: 

“I feel very much honored to ‘be 
asked to address the men: and women 
who have made the city of Atlanta 
the fine, big, prosperous city that it 
is today.

It took the people of Ontario 
only a few years under bone-dry 
prohibition to realize that instead of 
eliminating whisky from their midst, 
the net résult of the law was an in- 
crease in the consumption of liquor, 
an-increase in crime and the depriv- 
ing of the government of much 
needed revenue, while at the same 
time governmental expenses were 
largely increased in the effort to en- 
force the law. 

And in the mean time the boot- 
leggers fattened off the profits of 
the sale of poisonous concoctions to 
the people of the province. 

When the people of Ontario real- 
ized that this condition had arisen 
because of the existence of a law 
that could not be enforced, they 
very sensibly voted it out and placed 
the control and sale of liquor in the 
hands of the government. As a 
result, bootlegging is practically a 
thing of the past in Ontario, crime 
has been lessened and the govern- 
ment is fast reducing its war debt 
from the money which under prohi- 
bition went to the pockets of the 
bootleggers. 

It is perhaps significant that, not- 
withstanding the improvement in 
drinking and economic conditions 
throughout the entire province in- 
cident to the change from the bone- 
dry to the control law, the die-hard 
drys waged a bitter fight during the 
campaign just ended for a return to 


Advocates of real temperance in 
the United States might well consid- 
er the lesson of the result of this 
Canadian election.

Don’t you think you and your 

fellow prohibitionists have just 

about killed off freedom in our 

country? What about your own 
references to it? 

I am not aware that I have be- 
trayed freedom in my references to 
‘the eighteenth amendment. It is, as 
you know, a part of the republic’s 


constittuional doctrine, and, accord- 
ing to the president, responsibility 
for its observance rests directly upon 
our citizens. 7 

What is your conception” of free- 
Does it include the right to 
select what laws you will support? 
If so, such freedom will destroy pop- 
ular government. Is it real freedom 
the derivative of right conditions? 
Certainly it is not their cause. They 
produce it. It does not produce 
them. 

The idea is abroad in the land that 
freedom signifies the withdrawal of 
control. But experience demonstrates 
this to be a delusion and a snare. 
Your’ liberty and mine and that of 
the nation is finally determined by 
character. This I contend is true, 
while fully aware of freedom as an 
essential social factor. But freedom 
cannot bestow self-sovereignty on you 
nor on the state. The most it can 
do is to furnish the opportunity for 
self-sovereignty’s exercise. 

Political liberty does not necessari- 
ly mean a moralized public life, nor 
desires or advantages to the general 
welfare. On the contrary, we witness 
daily the abuse of political liberty 


{to defeat such welfare for the sake of 


individual interests and advantages. 

This reasoning is valid in ethics 
and religion as well as in_ politics. 
Many people: announce their eman- 
cipation from what they deem an- 
cient theological bondages, but they 
show no signs of spiritual benefit 
derived from their release. Rest as- 
sured that righteousness alone exalts 
a nation, and that freedom itself be- 
comes an obnoxious righteousness. If 
I were sincerely convinced that the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
would advance the henor, the in- 
tegrity and the well being of the 
American people I would work for 
that repeal. As it is, I personally be- 
lieve that it embodies a noble ideal 
for which we sheuld strive; and, 
further, that future developments, 


let them take what course they may, 
will vindicate this position.

As a mother of five sons I 
want to know why this nation 
hasn’t made a bigger to-do over 
the Paris peace pact. Bruce Bar- 
ton has said it is “because nobody 
knows what, is in the, treaty.” 
What is being done to‘mhake its 
contents more commonly known? 
The pact has been discussed by 

every newspaper and religious weekly, 
and the. reviews and monthly maga- 
zines continue its discussion. The de- 
nominational pulpits have empha- 
sized it. Apart from a few out and 
out militarists it has received wide- 
spread popular approval. Shrewd ob- 
servers predict it will be the out- 
standing achievement of the Coolidge 
administration. 

I agree with you that its meaning 
should be emphasized. To this end I 
suggest that its main article should 
be memorized by every high school 
boy and girl in the nation.

In order to “tell it to 
the last man” the .committee_ in 
charge of the National Student 
Forum on the Paris peace pact has 
invited principals of high school and 
teachers of classes in history, civics, 
the highér patriotism and current 
events to study the pact and dis- 
cuss it in detail with their pupils. 

The committee also offers a suitable 
award for the best papers on the im- 
portance and the implications of the 
pact written by high school boys and 
girls. The competition should be keen

“I work around home every day 


My worry is the fear of spreading 
infection through the sputum. 
Ordinarily I use small pieces of 
cloth which I wrap in waxed 
aper and place in an envelope 
or burning. But I worry over 
the thought that this sputum con- 
taminates my lips, and then in 
wiping the lips with cloth or soft 
paper is there danger of spreading 
infection; about’ the mouth, so 
that when ‘one washes the face 
the germs could be spread every- 
where, onto towels, dishes, etc? 
In the past I have sometimes 
buried sputum contaminated 
things deeply in the ground. Could 
the germs live there and drain 
into the garden and so contami- 
nate vegetables growing in ~ the 
garden? Could tubercle bacilli 
live very long in a bottle of 
water, oil, etc., if they got there 
from one’s lips? If a bit of spu- 
tum got on one’s hand and was 
washed off at once with soap and 
water, could any of the germs 
lodge in or on a ring and remain 
there in tiny crevices?’ 


The method of disposal of the spu- 
tum described by the correspondent is 
excellent and might well be followed 
in any case of cri—any common res- 
piratory infection of acute illness 
communicable through 
the nose or throat discharges. 


Even if the lips be contaminated, 
and disease germs be carried from 
the lips to the face or other ‘skin 
surface near the mouth, or to ~ the 
hands, all this is readily removed by 
simple soap and water washing of 
face and hands. 


Not only the patient ill of a respira- 
tory infection and those caring for or 
in close contact with the patient, but 
indeed everybody ought to strive to 
live aseptically, that is, to cultivate 
habits of sanitary cleanliness. For 
example, the rite of washing face and 
hands just before taking food: this is 
too commonly neglected, either be- 
cause the place of eating has no 
proper facilities for cleanliness—a 
scandal to our American sanitary con- 
science—or else because the hands do 
not look very dirty and the owner 
imagines visible dirt is the only ob- 
jectionable kind.. Then, too, every one 
should practice to -avyoid bringing 
finger to lip or tongue except when 
this may be actually necessary. At 


understood that the frequent use of 
soap and water for hand and face 
washing is a dependable protection 
against this risk in all ordinary cir- 
cumstances, 

There is no scientifie or empirical 
reason to imagine that disease germs 
buried underground ever again menace 
human life or health. 

Formerly we assumed outbreaks of 
water borne typhoid fever were some- 
times so caused: but we know now 
that most epidemics are from direct 
pollution of food. 

It is difficult to estimate how long 
any disease germs would live if they 
accidentally got into a bottle of water, 
oil or food, but there should be no oe- 
casion to worry about that if reason- 
able care is taken to keep the inva- 
lid’s utensils separate, or at least to 
use no common feeding utensils. ‘Soap 
and water washing of dishes  ade- 
quately disinfects them. 

It is conceivable that some disease 
germs might remain in the crevices of 
a ring after a hurried soap and water 
hand washing. It is conceivable that 
such germs might then be carried into 
the mouth of another person, more or 
less indirectly. But even so, it is 
doubtful whether thé germs would re- 
tain their power to produce disease 
in the second ‘person. Again we 
haven’t the slightest scientific eyi- 
dence to warrant the inference that 
infection ever happens in ‘that way. 
So why worry about such a remote 
and improbable aceident ? 

most earnestly assure this cor- 
respondent and all readers who may 
have tuberculosis themselves or some- 
one ill of the disease in the home, that 
a fair degree of intelligence and a con- 
scientious obedience of the simple rules 
any doctor or hospital-trained nurse 
can teach, will surely prevent the 
spread of the disease.

NEW SEWAGE SYSTEM 
IN COUNTY FAVORED 


Special attention by the county 
commissioners to sewage disposal in 
thickly settled residential sections of 
the county was recommended Friday 
in presentments returned by the Sep- 
tember term Fulton county grand 
jury. 

The grand jury found that “many 
individual septic tanks were found in 
very unsanitary condition and located 
too near residences.” 

Recommendations for abolition of 
the Sandy Springs camp and the plac- 
ing of all white convicts in ene camp 
were contained in the presentments, 
and the grand jury urged establish- 
ment of a county school to take care 
of mentally and physically deficient 
children. 

Salary Slash Favored. 

The grand jury expressed commen- 
dation of the county commissioners 
for the trend toward a more eco- 
nomical operation of county affairs 
and said that “we are glad to report 
there seems to be some prospect of a 
salary reduction, based upon state- 
ments made to the grand jury by the 
county commissioners.” 

The presentments said that the 
grand ‘jury of 1926 found the salaries 
in force at that time were liberal, “but 
it appears that since 1926 there has 
been an increase in salaries of 50 
per cent, with little or no increase 
in the amount of work done.’ The 
presentments recommended that the 
county commissioners rigidly keep ex- 
penditures within the budget. 

Into Registration List. 

The presentments also urged purg- 
ing of the county registration list. 
The grand jury said that of the 65,000 
names on the list “we are informed 
that about 40,000 of this number are 
ineligible to yote.” 

The list eonsists of everyone who 
has registered during the last several 
years; many of whom are now dead 
and others who have moved from the 
county, besides many duplicates are 
to be found, according to the grand 
jury, which recommended that the | 
work be done in the tax collector's of- 
fice and that a modern card system 
of registration be installed.

“For more than 2,500 years. the 
world has been dominated by two eco- 
nomic fallacies. First, that goods can- 
not be exchanged without loss and 
therefore should not be exchanged and 
second, that the condition of the rank 
and file of the people cannot be im- 
proved without bringing disaster,” the 
- Speaker stated. 

Sees Modest Victory Cause. 

“Protection of ideas through patent 
laws has done much to change pro- 
duction methods and bring a new in- 
dustrial era.” he continued, “and then 
came advertising. It became recog- 
nized that distribution and consump- 
tion were equally as important as 
manufacture of go and. advertising 
has oupplied the intangible force to 
make these last steps possible. We 
are living in an age ef changes and 
more changes.” 

The speaker declared that advertis- 
ing and publicity’ won its most dra- 
matic victory when following a con- 
ference on Wall street Tuesday a 
statement was given out over’ the 
signature of John D. Rockefeller:

New York, November 1—What has; 
happened in our stock market in the 
past few weeks may be told briefly 
in a few figures. 

On September 19 of this year the 
averagé price of 50 representative 
stocks, half rails and half industrials, 


stood at a new high for all time of 
$11.90. This price compared with 
538.35 in 1921 when the war and post- 
war inflation period ended and the 
upward price movement in our stock | 
market began. 

Between June of 1921 and Septem- 
ber of this year the average _ of 
25 rails advanced from 47.59 to 
158.71 while the 25 industrials were 
climbing from 66.24 to 469,49. 

On Tuesday of this week the avcr- 
age price of 50 stocks was 153.00. 
This cempares with the 511.00 high 
of September 19. 

When the low prices for the recent 
weeks of liquidation were m last 
Tuesday shortly before the close the 
average price of 25 rails was 119.44 
with the average price of 25 indus- 
trials down to 247.56. 

Between September 19 and Tuesday 
of this week the average price of 5U 
representative ‘stocks dropped 128.40 
points, This was made up of a decline 
of 37.27 points for 25 rails and a

nose dive of 221.93 points for 25 
industrials. 
Movement Unprecedented. 

There has never been’ any price 
swing like this in Wall Street’s long 
history. The real story of what hap- 
pened in the stock market since last | 
Wednesday a week ago has not been | 


‘told and probably cannot be told for | 


some weeks or mofiths to come. This | 
much, however, can now be said. Our | 
new $1,000,000,000 banks acting to- | 
gether might have been able to check 
the fload of stock market liquidation 
in this country if it had occurred by 
itself. It might have been possible to 
have stopped the panic sooner if there 
had been only foreign selling. But the 
great mass of foreign selling of our 
stocks coming on top of the hysterical 
selling from one end of the country to 
the other was too much. No man who 
was in Wall Street throughout the 
past fprtnight and realized what was 
going on wants to see any:hing like 
it again. 

Without going into details we had a 
bull stock market beginning with 1921 
such as has never before been, wit- 
nessed in the history of the world, be- 
cause starting with the war funda- 
mentally, we had the makings of one. 
Even after the post-war deflafion pe 
riod we continued to import gold un- 
til we had half of the world’s gold 
supply. . 

We got this gold because, in the last 
analysis, we produced more goods than 
we consumed. With our greatly ex- 
panded credit base we increased our 
production of goods and the increased 


— ef corporations were reflected 

in stock market ition which at- 

tracted funds from all directions. 
Gold Outflow. ‘ 

.Enormous foreign liquidation of 
American shares on this market with- 
in the past month has already started 
an overflow of gold from this country 
‘te foreign countries at # time of year 
‘when we normally are addjng to our 
gold holdings through payment by for- 
eign countries for foodstuffs, cotton 
and raw and finished goods purchased 
here. By selling their holdings of our 
stocks foreign countries raised dollars 
which have been converted, into ex- 
change on their own country. This 
withdrawal of funds here by the for- 
eign countries will help their own do- 
mestic business. But their increased 
gold holdings will only be temporary 
unless they correct fundamentals by 
producing more. goods than they con- 
sume. In the last analysis there has 
been a scarcity of capital in many 
foreign countries because since the war 
started those countries have been con- 
suming more than oT produced. — 

That is the meat of the position this 
country holds in relation to other 
countries, The money that has re- 
cently left here through the sale of 
securities wil] come back here in tinte 
unless foreign countries produce more 
than they consume which we have 
been doing inereasingly since 1914. 

Trade to Slow. 

For the immediate future our out- 
look is not what it has been in re- 
cent years. Enormous buying power 
that did exist has been wiped out by 
the unprecedented decline in stock 
prices. For the immediate future 
there will be a further slowing down 
in general trade. There is much stock 
market wreckage to be cleaned - up, 
the affects of which will be felt in 
general trade. A recovery in the 
stock market from the low prices of 
last Tuesday after the panic ended 
was to have been expected. 

Usually well-informed Wall Street 
will not believe that liquidation in the 
stock market has been completed un- 
til trading in the stock market gets 
very quiet. with the volume small and 
the price fluctuations narrow. It is 
believed that this situation will not 
arrive until unmistakable signs appear 
that the end has been reached of the 
expected further slowing down in gen- 
eral trade. 

In brief the best opinion here in 
Wall Street at the close of this week 
is that there is no need for hurry on 
the part of those who expect to buy 
stocks to hold. The best opinion here 
in the Strect, however, is that when 
the stock market turns upward after 
a peroid of inactivity and narrow 
price changes it will be time to take 
a bullish position in the stock market 
for a long look ahead. When that 
time comes seasoned dividend paying 
stocks will be offering a larger income 
return than the earning power of 
money in the open market.

Clerks were working feverishly, try- 
ing«to post all orders and elear up 
the avalanche of werk produced by 
the terrific volume of trading that in 
the last few days demoralized stock 
exchange facilities, caused tickers -to 
run hvurs behind and wore out the 
nerves of the financial community.

Since that time the growth in de- 
partment store sales has closely ap- 
proximated *the population curve for 
those centers in which department 
stores are located. 

The federal reserve board index of 
department store sales has shown 
slightly more growth in the last five- 
year period than sales of all depart- 
ment stores. Ineluded in these fig- 
ures are those larger central stores 
whose growth has been somewhat at 
the expense of those stores not so ag- 
gressively managed or centrally lo- 
cated, 

It appears from an analysis from 
the market and statistical standpoint 
that the department store is near the 
peak of its growth. It is not meant 
department store sales yolume 
will decline appreciably from these 
levels but that the future rate 
growth will be even somewhat slower 
than that experienced from 1923 to 
1928. 


The number of new stores establish- | 


el is very small and the majority of 
the old established stores are main- 
taining the position but are mainly 
dependent for growth on the rate of

At the present time retail trade 
measured by department store sales 
is one of the sustaining factors in the 
business situation. ‘The carryover of 
purchasing power from the last year 
of full employment assures fairly ac- 
tive retail trade during the few 
months to come. 

Department store stocks are favor- 
ably situated as long pull investments 
at the present time. The high level 
of pay rolls and employment for the 
last few month® should aid in main- 
taining a good holiday trade.

AGRICULTURE 
IN GOOD PQS 


Washinston, November 1—@)— 
The department of agriculture in its 
analysis of November reports declared 
today that lower production and high- 
er prices had put agriculture in a 
stronger position than it was a year 
i 


go. 

Prices of all groups of farm com- 
modities, with the exception of meat 
animals, have shown an increase since 
early summer, the report said. The 
output of food and feed crops this year 
will be somewhat below that of last 
year, it added, although the acreage 
harvested will be about the same. The 
only important crop which substan- 
tially exceeds production of last year 
is hay. 

The favorable weather in Septem- 
ber, the department said. had no ap- 
preciable effect on the. crops of grain, 
potatoes, sweet potatoes and tree 
fruits. which on September 1 were re- 
ported to be smaller than last season. 
It now seems probable, the report 
said. that yields per acre of all crops 
combined would average 7 per cent 
below yields of last year and 4 per 
cent below yields of the preceding 
10 years. 

Poor corn prospects were described 
as having influenced cattle feeders 
to reduce the number of cattle sent 
to the corn belt for fattening. The 
number of cattle and calves shipped 
from markets into the corn belt be- 
tween July 1 and September 30 was 
won gg cent smaller than the same pe- 
ri last year. It was the second 
smallest movement of feeder cattle 
for that period in 12 years. 

“he report said there would he 
about as many sheep and lambs fed 
this fall as a year age. It noted that 
the eastern part of the corn belt will 
feed more lambs, Colorado and western 
Nebraska will feed approximately the * 
same number as last year, but there 
will be a decided dropping off in feed- 
ing in the Pacific northwest. 

Price trends of fruit and vegetables 
have been downward recentiy, but 
when fall crops are in storage to 
await favorable condition general re- 
covery in this field is expected. 

The potato market, the report said. 
has continued from two to three times 
as high as a year ago, following 
closely the general strong underlying 
conditions 


LONDON FINANCIER 
PREDICTS BENEFIT 
FROM STOCK CRASH 


London, November 1.—(/)—John 
William Beaumont Pease, chairman of 
Lloyd's bank and a financial author- 
ity, believes that the recent upset in 
Wall Street will eventually have good 
results hoth for the United States 
and the rest of the world. 

In a statement to the Associated 
Press today Mr. Pease said: 

“To my mind the break in the New 
York Stock Exchange was necessary 
to put an end to the artificial unde- 
sirable state of things which affeet- 
ed not only America but also the rest 
of the world. 

“America, a great creditor nation, 
possessing three-quarters of the world’s 
gold, Was attracting balances. owing 
to the higher rates offered, from oth- 
er countries not for the purpose of 
trade but in order to assist in the ex- 
tensive speculation in stock shares 
of which was taking place. This was 
prejudicing other countries by the ef- 
fects it had upon their exchanges and 
the harm it was going their indus- 
tries owing to the higher rates for 
money while on the other hand it was 
of no service to America for her own 
legitimate trade purposes, 

“Now that the break has come. good 
should result and some of these ano- 
molies have already begun to disa p- 
pear. I am not in a position to vis- 
ualize with any accuracy on the ef- 
fect of the present condition in Amer- 
ica, but I feel that she is rich enough 
and prosperous enough to withstand 
without any difficulty a drop in the 
prices of securities and I believe that 
cessation of the recent wild specula- 
tion should be productive of good both 
to herself and the rest of the world 
by stabilizing the internal financial 
situation generally.”

Her frantic screams w save $30, 
the day’s receipts in a little grocery 
operated by her husband from a pair 
of negro bandits Saturday night, cost 
Mrs. Sarah Gould her life. Three other 
stores were held up during the night 
and robbed. 

Mrs. Gould, 25; was shot and fatal- 
ly wounded by one of the negroes 
who were in the act of robbing her 
husband, Jack Gould, 30, in the store 
at Chappell street and Greensferry 
avenue, shortly after 8 o'clock.® ~ 

One of the negroes had pointed a 
pistol at Gould and demanded that he 


Bor his cash 


turn over the content 
drawer. Mrs. Gould, who was waiting 
on a negro woman customer near by, 
began to shout for assistatice. The 
bandit turned. his weapon upon her 
and began firing. He fired four shots. 
Three of them went wild, the fourth 
striking Mrs. Gould in the center of 
the forehead. The bandits fled with- 
out molesting her husband. 
Dies on Way to Hospital. 

Gould put his wife in their motor 
car, which was parked in front of the 
store, and started with her to Grady 
hospital, but Mrs. Gould died before 
the hospital was reached. | 

Gould told Detectives John Davis 
and R. W. Armstrong that +the two 
negroes came to his store twice Satur- 
day night. They first appeared about 
7 o'ciock, when one of them bought 
some tobacco, he said. 

“TI thought they looked the place over 
when they first came in,” Gould said. 
“But when they went out the first 


time without making a break I sup- 
posed my suspicions had become un- 
duly alarmed.” 

The negroes, he said, came in again 
shortly after 8 o'clock and approached 
him as though they intended making 
another purchase. 


Customers Flee. si 


Besid is the Goulds, three negro em- 
ployes and two negro customers, a 
man and a woman, were in the store 
when the bandits entered. When the 
firing began the two customers drop- 
ped several packages and fled. They 
-had not been located late Saturday 


ght. 

Gould and the three negro workers 
were able to furnish the police a fair- 
y good description of the bandits. 
They were, the police were told, 
youthful in .appearance, fairly well 
dressed, smooth-shaven and about 23 
or 24 years old. Each was about 5 
feet 7 inches tall and of medium 
build. 

Walter Brown, a negro, living at 
246 Chappell street, told Detectives 
Davis and Armstrong and Call Offi- 
cers M. D. Cartwright and P. L. Wil- 
liams that he saw the bandits drive 
up to the store in a closed automobile, 
leaving a third negro at the wheel 
and the motor running. Brown said 
he was sitting on the porch of his 
home, and added that he believed he 
saw a negro woman sitting in the rear 
of the car. 

Bro\’n was unable to give the po- 
lice a description of the third man or 
the woman. 


Police on Trail. 


Special squads of police were de- 
tailed to search the area Saturday 
night, but at a late hour no trace of 
the bandit car had been found.

Floyd county authorities began an 
investigation of a theory that Smith 
bad an outside confederate who fur- 
nished him with the pistol, and who 
possibly planned to aid him in a gen- 
eral delivery from the chaingang. 
Coroner Charles J. Ogle also ordered 
an autopsy to determine whether Car- 
ver or Reynolds had killed the convict. 

Smith was convicted last April of 
robbing the bank at Chickamauga, 
Walker county, and was transferred to 
the Floyd county gang on June 29. At- 
tempts were made late today to locate 
relatives in North Carolina.

TARDIEU SUCCEEDS) 
IN CREATING NEW 
FRENGH MINISTRY 


Briand, Cheron, Loucheur 
and Leygues Included in 
Cabinet Formed by New. 
Leader. 


Paris, November 2?.—(#)—Andre 
Tardieu, war-time high commissioner 
of France in the United States, to- 
night succeeded in forming a cabinet 
after one of the longest and most con- 
fused ministerial crises in the his- 
tory cf the republic. 

The radical socialists, who failed 
in attempts to build ministries around 
Edouard Daladier and Btienne Clem- 
entel, chief figures of the party’s left 
end right wings, respectively, refused 
to collaborate in the new government. 
This obliged M. Tardieu to recruit 
his ministers from the center and 
right center. 

Briand Foreign Minister. 

With Aristide Briand remaining at 
the Quai d’Orsay, Henri Cheron at the 
ministry of finances, and M. Tardicu 
himself at the ministry of the inte- 
fior, the cabinet presents a fairly 
strong appearance as far as the ca- 
pabilities of its personalities go. 

Whether or not it will be able to 
muster a working majority’ in the 
chamber of deputies seems doubtful. 

The groups’ whose representatives 
are included in the cabinet number 
about. 200 deputies out of a total of 
612. M. Tardieu, who must depend 
on the suppert of these groups de- 
spite his affirmation that he intended 
to ignore them must therefore draw 
about 100 votes from parties who have 
no share in the government, 

Radicals May Split. 

He hopes that most of the 100 
members of the republic union on the 
rizht will support him for patriotic 
reasons, but the inclusion of M. 
Briend, which adds so much strength 
to the government on the -left side 
of the chamber, may alienate the sym- 
pathies of this group, _ which was 
largely instrumental in overthrowing 
the Briand cabinet October 22. 

His other hope is that the radical 
socialist party will split and the right 


wing, headed by M. Clementel, give 
him from 40 to 50 votes. 

In any case, the margin of safety 
is expected to be very narrow. There | 
is no clear majority for any party or | 
for any grouping of parties; with the | 
possible exception of the cartel of the| 
left, in the chamber, the general elec. | 
tions of 1928 having been indecisive. 

Former Premier Poincare mustered 
a majority from groups more or less 
hostile to one another. He rallied 
them on the plea that he was saving 
the finances of France. That M. Par- 
dieu can repeat his success is hope:t, 
with misgivings, in well informed 
quarters. 

May Dissolve Chamber. 

Consequently, there is now talk ot 
an early dissolution of the chamber 
with new general elections to gi.e 
voters a chance to return a working 
majority for some party. 

The duty of finding a man capable 


of forming a stable government de- 
volves on President Doumergue, If 
there is a lack of a majority for all 
combinations, he can dissolve the 
chamber with the approval of the 
senate. 

M. Tardieu, who has showed much 
courage and energy in the present 
crisis, is thought to have enough to 
recommend this course if the chamber 
refuses to support his government. 

As Le Temps remarks this evening, 
the people are getting a little tired 
of the confusion in the chamber.

Causes Wave of Suicides 


TO TAKE LIFE IN 48 HOURS 


Memphis, Tenn., November 2.—() 
A wave of suicides in Memphis last 
night and today was blamed on the 
weather here tonight by Police Chief 
Will D. Lee. 

“Gloomy, rainy weather,” said 
Chief Lee, “keeps people i@loors and 
makes them blue.” ; 

Two women and a man took their 
lives, a second man was near death 
tonight from an attempt at. self-de- 
struction and deputies were investi- 
gating the strange death of another 
man—possibly a suicide—as a result 
of the suicide epidemic in Memphis. 

Because, she said in a _ farewell 
note, her husband loved another wom- 
an, Mfs. Marie Woodall Murray, wife 
of V. E. Murray, former city prison 
turnkey, fired a pistol bullet into her 
brain today as she lay in bed. and 
died a few minutes later. : 

Miss Mary Prescott, 26, who leap- 
ed to her death from a tenth floor 
window of a downtown hotel late 
yesterday because she was suffering 


from sinus trouble, was buried in 


Almwood cemetery here this after- 
noon, 

Anthony Werkhoven, 78, whose sec- 
ond attempt at suicide was success- 
ful last night, was buried beside his 
wife in Calvary cemetery here today. 
A week ago he slashed his wrist in 
an attempted suicide while visiting his 
wife's grave. Last night he fired a 
load of buckshot into his heart. He 
had been mourning for his wife, dead 
two years. 

Deputies tonight continued their ef- 
forts to identify a well-dressed white 
man whose body was found in Wolf 
River bottoms late yesterday. An 
empty bottle that had contained poi- 
son lay near-by. 

The latest attempt at suicide oc- 
curred early tonight when Howard 
Moore, 27, walked into the home of 
C. P. Majors, his best friend, borrowed 
a pistol and fired a bullet into his 
chest, missing his heart by a frac- 
tion of an inch. No motive was giv- 
en. He was near death at Baptist 
hospital tonight.

Metal Turns 


The eyes of the nation, turning to 
Georgia in quest of a little known byt 
potentially invaluable metal, indicate 
the possibility of surveys which may 


throw the state into leadership in its 
production. 

The metal is beryllium, the hardest 
and most inert of light metals. » 

Those who need and demand beryl- 
lium are manufacturers of aircraft, 
motors, instruments—all. in fact, who 
have found use for beryllium’s prede- 
cessor, aluminum. 

Over a period of months their let- 
ters have been reaching the office of 
Dr, S. W. MeCallie, state geologist. 
Five companies, all of them represen- 
tative and substantial organizations, 
whose names Dr. McCallie declined to 
release pending further developments 
—have written him within the past 
30 days. 

Dr. McCallie has advised them that 
beryllium is found in Georgia; that 
there are deposits eontaining the 
metal in Troup, Elbert, Cherokee, 


Spalding, Rabun, from which speci- 
mens have been sent to the state mu- 
seum; that the mineral is often met | 
with in north Georgia, where it oc- | 
curs in pegmatite dikes associated with 
mica, feldspar and quartz.

Two-thirds 
the weight of aluminum it is twice as 
strong. It will cut glass. It is as 
hard as steel. Its expansion and con- 
traction with changes of temperature, 
differing greatly from the other light 
metals, are almost the same as irdn. 
It takes a high polish, remains un- 
tarnished in the air. and is only slicht- 
ly attacked by those influerces which 
take \heavy toll of aluminum and mag- 
nesium. -- 


Derived From Gem Stone. 


In color it is gray, resembling steel 
closely, and its melting point, 1,285 
degrees Centigrade, also approaches 
that of steel. Heating to 600 degrees 
Centigrade does not materially af- 
fect it. 

Beryllium is derived from a gem 
stone, beryl. The curious prediction 
is made by scientists that beryl de 
posits will be exploited, not with gems 
as the primary object, but’ beryllium. 

Beryl is a silicate of alumina and 
beryllium.

Increased demand for beryllium 
metal for aircraft purposes has led to 


active prospecting for new sources of 
beryl ores. Prospecting has been par- 
ticularly active in the Leysdorp dis- 
trict in South Africa, and in the Ural 
Mountains. 

The Somerset mine of South Africa 
is estimated to have about 1.000,000 
tons of beryl rock available for open 
pit mining. 

Although beryl crystals as gems 
have been known for centuries it was 
not until 1928 that Wohler, the Ger- 
man chemist, separated a little of the 
metal in an impure state. Until re- 
cently the total quantity in the world 
was hardly sufficient to determine its 
physical characteristics and industrial 
possibilities. 

In 1922 it sold at $5,000 a pound, 
but only a few grams could have been 
purchased, even at that price. Re- 
fined methods of production have in- 
dicated that ultimately the metal can 
be produced both on a commercial 
scale and at a price not prohibitive.

Einstein’s Relative Zero

Probably no man ever tried so hard 


in his life to fail in the way the fa® 
jrous, gray-haired energetic professor 
of physics at Case Scholl of Applied 
Science here has endeavored tq do 
over Many years and yet succeed con- 


The good-humored brown eyes of 
Dr. Dayton C. Miller, glowed as he 
told. of his long quest for the zero 
on which Dr. Albert Eimstein based 
an important hypothesis of relativity. 
The hypothesis is to the effect that 
“the phenomena of nature will be 
the same to two observers who move 
in uniform velocity whatever their re- 
lation te one another.” 

“The zero never was found, and 
by George, I couldn't get it,” Dr. Mil- 
ler declared, “I haye made 160,000 
readings and still I @an’t get it.” 

The zero to which he referred is 
what is generally supposed to be the 
finding of Prof. A. A. Michelson and 
‘he late Prof. Edward W. Morley in 
their famous experiment with an in- 
terferometer in 1887 on the drift of 
the earth through the ether. Even 
notable physics texts say the result 
was negative, but they are not cor- 
rect, Dr. Miller said. 

The stabby professor of physics 
swung around in his chair and took 
from a cabinet Michelson’s and Mor- 
ley’s account of their experiment. 

“There it is,” he pointed out, “even 
though they. made only 36 readings 
their result was not negafive. They 
did not find just what they started 
out to find and dropped the experi- 
i:1ent. That is all, the experiment did 
not fail to show the drift of the earth 
through the ether.” 

Flute Tones. 

Dr. Miller told how, as a young 
man, he became interested in con- 
tinuing the experiment. Musical 
tones of flutes, however, drew his at- 
tention. Only a few months and back 
he would go to ether drift, he thought. 

Years passed. He gathered «the 
world’s most complete collection of 
flutes, invented the phonodeik to 
analyze sound and became eminent in 
that field. 

Years appear to mean nothing to 


im. 

Back he finally went to ether drift. 
With results as before. Working at 
Mount Wilson and Case he eliminat- 
ed the possibility of the earth’s mag- 
netism, temperature changes, or oth- 
er factors interfering. 

More years passed. The interfer- 
ometer is now in a galvanized iron 
shed on the Case front lawn. He is

On this assumption Einstein’s hy- 
pothesis was made. The question now 
is, will Dr. Miller’s results cause the 
hypothesis to wobble?
